4 ESCAPE JAIL TERMS 
Trash Haulers Get Fines, Probation

Courier-Times Staff Writer 


Two Lower Bucks trash haul­ 
ers, convicted last fall along 
with two from the Philadelphia 
area, of violating federal anti­ 
trust legislation, 
escaped 
jail 
terms 
when 
they were 
sen­ 
tenced this morning. 


Appearing before Judge Al­ 
fred Luongo in Federal District 
Court, 
Philadelphia, 
the 
four 
were fined from $5,000 to $10,000 
each and placed on two years 
probation. 


The Bucks County men are 


Salvatore Graziano of Mill and 
Otter Sts., Bristol, former co­ 
owner of Penn Sanitation; and 
Edwin S. Vile of E. S. Vile and 
Sons, 2532 Trenton Road. Hulme­ 
ville. The Philadelphia men are 
Harry Coren of the ABC De­ 
tachable Container Service Inc., 
Philadelphia: and Arnold Graf, 
formerly with Montsanco Inc., 
Glenside. 


The 
fines 
were: 
Graziano, 
$10,000; Graf, $7,500; and Vile 
and Coren, $5,000 each. 


Judge Luongo said he was 
suspending jail sentences and 


placing all four on probation 
for two years with the condi­ 
tion that if any of the defen- 
dants pays his total fine during 
probation, he would entertain a 
suspension of the remaining pe­ 
riod of probation after one year. 


Association Fined 


The judge also fined the Penn­ 
sylvania Refuse Removal Asso­ 
ciation $15,000. 


No costs were imposed on 
any of the defendants. J u d g e 
Luongo said that none of the 
defendants required transcripts 
during the trial and since such 


transcripts are usually respon­ 
sible for 75 per cent of the costs, 
he would not add any additional 
financial burden on the defen­ 
dants. 


“No Useful Purpose” 


Before sentence was imposed 
this morning, Stanley Greenberg 
who represented the four men 
and the Pennsylvania Refuse Re­ 
moval Association of which the 
four were officers, appealed to 
Judge Luongo not to send his 
clients to jail.

S. Viets Score Major Win Over Cong 


SAIGON (UPI)—Government 
troops scored a major victory 
over the Viet Cong in a search 
and destroy operation 40 miles 
southwest of Saigon, a military 
spokesman reported today. But 
a Communist regiment trapped 
hundreds of Vietnamese troops 
200 miles to the north. 


A U.S. spokesman said the 
operation south of Saigon net­ 
ted 255 Viet Cong dead by ac­ 
tual body count. The action cost 
the lives of two more Ameri­ 
cans killed and two wounded. 
The spokesman reported 32 gov­ 
ernment troops wounded. 


Thirty miles north of Saigon. 
American and Australian com­ 
bat troops began breaking off 
their joint operation against no­ 
torious Zone D with no signifi­ 
cant victory. 


Make 67 Sorties 


U.S. jets flew 67 sorties over 
Communist North Viet Nam to­ 
day, hitting one target only 50 
miles from Hanoi and bombing 
the airport at Vinh 160 miles 
south of Hanoi in twin raids— 
the third attack on the airport 
in recent months. 


A U.S. plane was shot down 
in South Viet Nam with the 
probable death of two fliers 


but a spokesman said no planes 
were lost in the north. A U.S. 
B57 bomber crashed in flames 
at the Da Nang airbase today 
but the two men aboard para­ 
chuted safely.

New School Budget 
Sets 5 Mill Increase

The Yardley School Board last 
flight adopted its 1965-66 school 
budget, calling for an increse 
of 5 mills in the tax raae, from 
66 last year to 71 this year. 
Dr. Robert G. Murphy, board 
president, said this year’s budg­ 
et of $316,681, represents an in­ 
crease 
of 
$14,393 above 
last 
y ear’s total budget of $302,288. 
The 
increased 
millage 
will 
mean an increase in the tax of 
about $3 per mill, Dr. Murphy 
said. 
Meet Needs 
Dr. Murphy said the increase 
in millage was caused by the 
needs of the Pennsbury Joint 
Board, which is building a new 
hgh school this year. 
He said Yardley’s pupil popu­ 
lation is expected to increase 
slightly, by about IO to 15 pu­ 
pils in all grades. The total en­ 
rollment for the coming year is 
estimated to be about 488 pupils, 
he said. 
Murphy cited as an example 
of the increased millage, the 
owner of a home assessed at 
$4,000 who paid $264 last year, 
will pay about $15 more this 
year. 
Installments 
The Yardley board adopted 
a resolution last night changing 
the tax collecting system from 
a yearly basis to a quarterly 
“ installment paying” basis. 
Murphy said the prime bene­ 
fit of the quartery payments 
would be to help the taxpayer 
in making the payments on his 
tax bill. 
The taxpayer will be given the 
option of paying the bill in one 
lump sum and receiving a two 
per cent discount, or in the four 
equal installments without a dis­ 
count, he said. 
Must Decide 
The taxpayer will have to de­ 
cide at the start of the year 
which method he prefers.
